The President was the guest of the 
"Yankee" division which has been in 
France longer than any other fighting 
unit of the American army. He held 
a review ot thonaanda of Amerieaa 
veteraaa — tha hoya who turned tta 
tide in tho great war. He was vlalUp 
moved and highly pleased with tta 
appearance ot the doughboys.

"ta oa tta Job." Coaled wtth tta 
pleaaara ot stelag tta AmerlsaB vet- 
erans ot some ot the greatest battles 
of the war, face to face, the President 
had the gratification of being told by 
General Pershing that all is well on 
til ■ lihine, where thousands of other 
American boys are on the watch.

The prices of dairy products are 
now wholly keeplnt? wllh the 
prices of feeds If Ihere were money 
In dairying before the iire-^ent ad- 
vance in prlcea ot both feeds and dai- 
ry prodneta, thara aaraly la money In 
dairying now. If tha tarmor flada 
ho haa aot aallloiaat roaghago or eaa 
not obtala aa adaqaata aupply ot food 
for his entire herd. It Is better for 

him to dispose of a fi w of bis pooresl 
rows and feed anil lare pmperly for 
those I hat he retains There was 
never a better time to dispose of un- 
profitable cows than now and It Is 
nothing abort of ridiculoua to urge 
anyone to koop an naproOtabla cow. 
The world la abort of grata aad for- 
age for cattle. Thla makaa It ad- 
vantageouR for the man with iinprori- 
tahle COW.S to dispose of (hem and 
thereby .save the forajje so Ihe Kuod 
cows may have an adequate supply. 

If the patrons of tbe cheese factory 
mentioned above would dispose of 
one-half of tbair cows, say tba poor- 
est, and food the romaiatag oo that 
they would prodnee twieo aa mneb 
milk as they did when on a poor ays- 
tem of feeding. It would mean a larg- 
er net profit and a saving of at least 
i IT) or more per cent of the feed of 
the patrons of that cheese factory. 

It has been demonatrated beyond 
doubt that a dairyman who laada 
hla cowa liberally aad allmlaataa the 
naprolltablo oew will make monay. 
This has always baoa trna aad it al- 
ways will be true. Wo have a record 
In our iifTico of a herd of 2S row.s fed 
sparingly that did not produce as 
nuirh milk in a year as a herd of 8 
cows fed liberally and the 'iH cows 
consumed more than twice aa much 
feed. Tho man who owned the SS 
cowa taealTod oaly anoagh milk to 
bay kla aerlmpjr ratloa, while tbe man 
with tbe a cowa. feeding Uberaily. 
made a good profit. We have many 
such instances on record that were 
Ip.illiered from fariim where Ihe rows 
.have been tested. Ill tbe face of such 
ievi.jeiue and facts, no sane man will 
keep a lot of unproBtablo cowa or 
feed bla hard aparingly.

Paoda avallablo and prices of 
aama are aa tollowa: Com, $1.60; 
oata. Tie; barloy, $1; braa. IS: oll- 
meal. fS.St cwt., and mixed hay ISO 
per ton. — C. B.. Killbuck. O. 

With lambs in good thrifty con- 
dition 60 days is long enough on full 
feed to liiiish them lor maikei; 
hence the feeding should be govern- 
ed accordingly. If these lambs are 
eroaa-breeds and now weigh 70 
poaada or mora It will prabahly pay 
bettor to lalab tham as aoca aa poo- 
albla aad market. Heavy lamba are 
discriminated against. Merino lambs 
should be cared through and shear- 
ed. 

With the gains on hand and at 
the prices mentioned, mix them in
